Swollen Midwestern rivers 
threatened the town of * Crete, 
Neb., Monday with its worst flood 
in history and broke over levees 
to put more ‘han 188,000 acres of 
‘Missouri basin lowlands under 
water as deep as 25 feet. 

Mass typhoid - inoculations 
‘were prepared for residents of 
+ Missouri Valley, Iowa, where dam- 
age estimated at $500,000 was 
caused to the town’s water pump- 
ing station by floodwaters. 

Missouri Valley was inundated 
last Saturday when an ice jam in 
the Boyer River caused the stream 
to overflow, twelve hundred resi- 
dents of the town were left tempo- 
rarily homeless by the flood. 

At least one death occurred as a 
direct result of the floods, Sev-| & 
enty-seven-year-old George W. 
Johnson was trapped in his home 
at Missouri Valley by the rising 
waters. 

The American Red Cross went 
into action at Missouri Valley 
when water main pressure low- 
ered and water only trickled 
through the pipes. Water for 
drinking purposes was sent from 
the nearby town of Logan.

Bonds for Lee were set at $1,000 
on each of two counts and a single 
bond of $1,000 was assessed for 
Crocket. 

The two Negroes were arrested 
last week after police had taken 
into custody Mrs. Marie Soldaat, 
32, as the alleged leader of the 
ring. Mrs. Soldaat currently is un- 
der $5,000 bond returnable to the 
Federal Grand Jury ‘as leader of 
the ring. 

When arrested, Lee had in his 
pocket a hypodermic partially 
filled with penicillin, the detec- 
tives said. Lee said he took the 
supplies to “keep” after his physi- 
cian employer died. 

Records seized at Lee’s residence 
showed Lee had been collecting 
fees since 1936, Boon and Sikes 
said. They explained he had a 
quantity of letterheads bearing 
physicians’ names and probably 
secured medical supplies through 
forged signatures. 

Mrs. Soldaat was charged with 
transporting white girls ranging in 
age from 14-24 between Georgia 
and Florida to “fill dates” with 
men at hotels.

Attorney To File Suits

NEW YORK—(AP)—A group of major league players 
suspended for jumping to the Mexican League will file multi- 
million-dollar suits today against organized baseball, John 


L. Flynn, attorney, said. 

Flynn mapped his legal strategy 
in a highly secretive conference 
last night with Max Lanier and 
Fred Martin, former St. Louis Car- 
dinal pitchers who are members 
of the banished list. 

Flynn refused to give details of 
the projected suits other than to 
say they would ask more than 
$5,000,000 in damages and it would 
be “something sensational.” 

It’s known that 10 players were 
either contacted or were on a list 
to be approached about joining in 
the legal action. However, some 
of them have announced refusal 
to go along. . 

The list, besides Lanier and 
Martin, includes Infielder Lou 
Klein, of the Cardinals, Outfielder 
Luis Olmo, of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, Pitchers Sal Maglie, Har- 
ry Feldman and Ace Adams and 
Infielders Roy Zimmerman and 
George Hausemann, of the Giants, 
and Myron Hayworth, catcher, 
who played with the St. Louis 
Browns and Toledo in the Ameri- 
can Association.

To Fishing Public 


Two lakes 15 miles Southwest of 
Valdosta which formerly made up 
a United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service hatchery, will be opened 
to the public for fishing April 15. 


The announcement was made 
yesterday by J. C. Calhoun, direc- 
tor of the Georgia State Game and 
Fish Commission, which will take 
over the lakes from the Federal 
Government.

Court Ruling 


Nothing New 
---AFL Leader 


A U. S. Supreme Court ruling 
yesterday that even before the 
Taft-Hartley Law was enacted the 
States had a right to enact legis- 
lation curbing the closed shop was 
viewed by a labor leader here as 
containing nothing new. 

R. L. Rhodes, Southern Director 
of AFL, said that about a month 
ago the ‘Court handed down a simi- 
lar decision. He said Labor’s objec- 
tive is to get a favorable Federal 
law applying to all business in 
interstate commerce and at the 
same time seek repeal of harsh 
labor legislation in the individual 
States. 

The Supreme Court decision 
held that while Congress could 
undoubtedly forbid States to regu- 
late wnion security contracts for 
workers in interstate commerce, 
~ did not do so under the Wagner 

ct. 

Rhodes pointed out that the 
labor bill now before Congress 
specifically holds that State laws 
in contradiction with the Federal 
law would be nullified in so far as 
interstate commerce is concerned. 

He stated that in its bearing 
upon interstate commerce the pro- 
posed Federal law contains noth- 
ing new in theory, since interstate 
commerce is now being regulated 
by various laws administered by 
the ICC, CAB, etc.

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The Public Won't Object to This Secrecy 


The American Intelligence Service, 
particularly in peacetime, never has been 
the equal of that of most other major 
powers. 

The chief reason is that Americans 
always hold suspect appropriations of 
money which are not made public and 
which are not strictly accountable on a 
dollar-by-dollar basis. 


Other countries, the totalitarian ones 
especially, know no such limitation. They 
don’t have to answer to inquisitive voters. 
They can buy information from interna- 
tional spies at whatever prices are neces- 
sary without facing public wrath. 


Ours is the healthy and proper attitude 
for‘a democracy. But there are times when 
the safety of the nation transcends the 
right of the public to know. 


That is the case of the new “spy bill” 
which now has gone to the floor of the 
House under rules limiting debate and 
barring amendments except those spon- 
sored by the Armed Services Committee, 


of which Rep. Carl Vinson, of Georgia, is 
Chairman. | 

“Wherr you’re in the spy business,” said 
Rep. Vinson, “you can’t go shouting about 
it from the housetops.” 

The bill is designed to strengthen the 
nation’s intelligence system. It Zives legal 
status to the Central Intelligence Agency 
and provides for admission of aliens 
“whose intelligence potential has proven 
of the highest value to the national se- 
curity.” The CIA would have to account 
for funds spent in only a limited manner. 

Doubtless the measure will and should 
pass. 

It takes considerable stretch of the 
imagination to, call the times we now are 
living in “peaceful.” They can better be 
classified as a period of armed truce. 

The need for efficient intelligence is 
greater-‘now probably than ever before. By 
all means let’s have it. The public will not, 
in this instance, object to secrecy nor to 
the spending of a few dollars which are 
not itemized on the expense account. 
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The Case of the Pyramid Clubs 


We confess to a certain sympathy for 
the Pyramid clubbers, many of whom are 
up in arms. From all accounts their activ- 
ities were largely social and hope of re- 
ward was only the catalyst which held 
them together. 


In a day when give-away programs are 
the rage; when bingo games raise money 
for the poor, and when automobiles are 
given away to holders of the lucky cards, 
it does seem a little harsh to break up the 
Pyramid clubs, members of which went 
around happily giving $2 to one another, 
with the hope that finally someone would 
get maybe $2,000. We are sure they had 
a good time and that the people in them

were good people who had a lot of fun. 

The “law” in Fulton and DeKalb Coun- 
ties has ordered them halted as lotteries, 
saying that while they are harmless now 
the racketeers soon would take them over 
and develop the idea into the numbers 
lottery racket. As a matter of fact, it was 
an attempt by the rackets to move in that 
brought the law into it. 

We extend our sympathy to the Pyra- 
mid clubbers, and console them with the 
old adage that, after all, one never gets 
something for nothing. Anyhow, it was 
fun while it lasted. Now they have met 
their neighbors maybe they can meet and 
continue to have fun on another basis. 
The fad was soon to die out anyhow. 


Balanced Power--Sec. Johnson's Task 


Louis Johnson, new Secretary of De- 
fense, is a man of action as well as vision. 


While we hope the Department of De- 
fense may be utterly divorced from poli- 
tics, we are aware that political acumen 
may not be amiss in the Secretary—if it 
is used wisely and with a view to bene- 
fiting the nation’s defenses rather than 
certain individuals or groups. |

Was Molotov Kicked Upstairs or Down? 


WASHINGTON—The one point, and just about the only point, concerning. Russia’s change of 
foreign ministers upon which all authorities agree, is that it comes at a time when Soviet prestige is 


slipping everywhere outside Russia’s own borders. 
Just ahead of this switch, Norway and Den- 


mark had announced their desire to join the 
impending North Atlantic Defense Pact in the 
face of vigorous Russian objection. The most 
obvious reason for Russian concern on that at- 
count is that it forecasts the development of 
Norway’s Spitsbergen and Denmark’s Green- 
land as defensive and offensive bases for the 
Western Powers within easy striking distance of 
Russia. 

Sparked by a new and stable currency, West- 
ern Germany recently has been showing great 
gains, whereas a comparable decline in currency 
value has set back the economy of the part of 
Germany occupied by Russia. Trade of the lat- 
ter territory with Western Germany has been 
_ completely cut off. Far from breaking down on 
account of Winter weather, as even its Ameri- 
can managers feared, the Berlin Airlift stead- 
ily increased its monthly average of deliveries. 


In France a large number of Communist 
leaders have been jailed with no significant 
reprisal. The Marshall Plan is firmly estab- 
lished, with consequent increase in economic 
strength and political confidence in all West- 
ern Europe. Yugoslavia, the one Commu- 
nist country never occupied by Russian 
troops, has severed completely the Krem- 
lin’s leading strings. 


The retired Foreign Minister, Vyacheslav 


Molotov, compiled a long list of failures. He 
tried to block American relief to Greece and 
Turkey. He tried to create revolution in France 
and Italy. He instituted strikes in a dozen coun- 
tries, designed to wreck the Marshall Plan. He 
tried to starve the Western Powers out of Ber- 
lin. He tried by every available means to upset 
the plans for establishment ef a consolidated 


German government for the American, British 
and French zone of occupation. Communists 
have made great gains in China, but with indi- 
cations of late that Mao Tse-tung, the dominant 
Chinese leader, will prove another Tito so far 
as taking orders from Moscow is concerned. 

The two Andreis, Vishinsky and Gromyko, 
now in charge of the Soviet Foreign Office, 
scarcely can attribute their promotion to suc- 
cesses attained during their extended appear 
ances before the United Nations. 

In the earlier UN deliberations, the Russian 
bloc sometimes picked up crumbs of victory, as 
witness the election of Trygve Lie as Secretary- 
General of the organization. But latterly the 
non-Communist world has lined up solidly-against 
the Reds, or nearly so, on every UN division. 


If the impending North Atlantic Pact 
should be followed by Mediterranean and 
South Pacific Pacts, more remotely project- 
ed, and these three should coalesce with fhe 
already operating Inter-American Pact, the 
Communists might find themselves confront- 
ed ed a wholly integrated non-Communist 
world. 


In light of this background, it is hard to be- 
lieve that the Politburo was acting from confi- 
dent strength when, at 1:58 (Moscow time) last 
Saturday morning, it issued the cryptic an- 
nouncement that it had “released” Mplotov “from 
the duties of minister of foreign affairs of the 
USSR and has appointed A. Y. Vishinsky foreign 
minister of the USSR.” | 

It may be, as many experts assume, that 
Molotov was simply moved upstairs to greater 
responsibilities. But certainly both the hour and 
the form of the announcement was inappropriate 
to that kind of shift,

Two days after the last chapter appeared they were fol- 
lowing the Moscow line and denouncing her as an enemy agent. 

In 1934 American Communists, on order, denounced Franklin 
D. Roosevelt as a Fascist. They picketed the White House. 

In 1936, during the period of the Popular Front, they hailed 
him as a progressive. 

In 1940, when Hitler and Stalin were partners and were sharing 
the loot of Poland, he was a war-monger trying to bring war to a 
peaceful world. 

In 1941 when Hitler betrayed his Russian partners, the Ameri- 
can Communists hailed Roosevelt as a leader of the oppressed 
peoples of-the world. 

In 1945 the American Communists were saying Communism and 
capitalism could get along together.

The Meaning of Vishinsky 


¢é WASHINGTON—The basic aims of Soviet policy remain the 
same, whether Andrei Vishinsky or V. M. Molotov is Foreign Min- 
ister. These aims, as they are now understood by many informed 
official and expert observers in Europe, will be discussed in the 
next report in this space. Yet those best equipped to speculate are 
inclined to believe that Molotov’s replacement by Vishinsky may 
presage an important change, not in Soviet aims, but in Soviet 


methods. 

To understand what Vishinsky’s appointment is believed to 
mean, it is necessary to examine the attitude of the Kremlin to 
the post of Foreign Minister before Molotov succeeded Maxim 
Litvinov in 1939. This attitude had something in common with 
that of the rich English family to the family solicitor. The solicitor 
is trusted to handle the unpleasant business of dealing with stran- 
gers. But he is expected to obey orders. And he is not asked to 
dinner—he is definitely not one of the family. 

Molotov’s two predecessors, Foreign Commissars Chicherin and 
Litvinov, were clearly in this category. Neither was an “old Bol- 
shevik.” Neither was a member of the Politburo, and thus neither 
had any influence in forming policy. By the Politburo members, 
the Foreign Commissar’s task was considered menial. It was mere- 
ly to play out the farce of maintaining relations with the “bour- 
geois” world while the real instruments of Soviet foreign policy, 
the international Communist parties, worked to destroy the world. 


Chan e Molotov’s accession to the Foreign Ministry marked a 
g basic change in the Kremlin’s concept of the Foreign 
Minister’s role. Molotov is a member of the Politburo, and has 
been considered second only to Stalin in that powerful body. Molo- 
tov is an old Bolshevik—he has been at Stalin’s right hand for 
almost 30 years. And Molotov’s first act as Foreign Minister was 
to negotiate the Nazi-Soviet pact with the obscene Joachim von 
Ribbentrop. 

Until that time, it had been the cardinal rule of Soviet policy that 
Soviet aims could only ultimately be achieved by the disintegra- 
tion of the non-Soviet world, followed by world revolution. The 
pact signalized the first Soviet attempt to substitute diplomacy for 
revolution. The Kremlin clearly expected that the consequence of 
the deal with Hitler would be a war between the Axis capitalist 
system and the capitalist system of the Allies, in which both would 
be destroyed, leaving the Soviet Union to inherit their power. 

This first great effort by’the Kremlin to achieve its aims by 
diplomatic means failed in the end. Yet Molotov remained both 
Foreign Minister and a member of the Politburo. After the war, 
the Kremlin clearly anticipated a second, and more successful, 
diplomatic effort. By all the la\.s in the holy books of Marx and 
Lenin, the capitalist powers, in their blind greed, should have 
fallen out among themselves in the desperate struggle for markets. 
As the tension mounted, the Soviet Union could make a diplo- 
matic deal to divide the worid with the most powerfal capitalist 
center of power, the United States, with the lion’s share going to 
the Soviet Union. 

Nothing of the sort has happened. 


Cut Off Now Molotov is replaced by Vishinsky, and at the 

same time the leaders of the international Commu- 
nist movement are forced to acknowledge publicly their allegiance 
to the Soviet Union in case of war. Vishinsky is not an old 
Bolshevik—indeed, as a former Menshevik and deviationist he has 
had to exhibit an exceptionally agile servility to survive. Nor is 
he a member of the Politburo. And the only other member of the 
Politburo concerned with foreign affairs, Foreign Trade Minister 
A. I. Mikoyan, has also been replaced. Thus the “bourgeois” world 
has been cut off from direct contact with the Politburo. 

These facts suggest an obvious conclusion. The Kremlin has 
abandoned hope of gaining its ends by diplomatic means, and the 
role of Foreign Minister will therefore revert to what it was before 
1939, while the great effort to prepare the Soviet Union for war 
will be redoubled. Meanwhile, the Communist parties will aban- 
don the attempt to build a mass following and so to gain power 
by legal or semilegal means. Instead, a hard core of “revolutionary 
elite,” an absolutely dependable instrument of Soviet policy, will 
resort to whatever illegal tactics may be necessary to weaken the 
non-Soviet world, and ultimately to seize power by force. 

All this is, of course, wholly speculative. The replacement of 
Molotov could simply mean that he is being groomed to succ 
Stalin, or, on the other hand, that he is to be punished. Yet the 
theory outlined above is considered reasonable by those qualifi 
to judge, and it fits the known facts.

That is the only direct issue involved in all 
the uproar in the Senate. It is very simple, yet 
it is presented as complex. All sorts of circum- 
stances have been exploited for politics’ sake to 
confuse this simple issue and blow it into some- 
thing titanic on which our republic might stand 
or fall, which is, of course, pure nonsense. 


The Southerners, alone, are simple and 
direct in purpose, which is to stave off, by 
any means available, the consideration of 
civil rights legislation, though if there ever 
Was a mandate on any subject there was one — 
on this issue in the last election. For both 
major parties were committed to civil rights 


legislation. 


Republicans have been acting very strangely 


and very timidly, for all their bold public pro- 
nouncements. It will be to their advantage, nat- 
urally, in the congressional elections two years 
hence, if President Truman has failed to realize 


at least a part of his civil rights program. Some 
of them are very much aware of this political 
factor and are cuddling up with the Southern 
Democrats, an old, familiar alliance, with the 
idea also of nourishing this alliance against other 
Truman measures later. 


They sought an excuse, first, in the fact 
that it was a Republican, Sen. Vandenberg, 
who made the ruling which will become the 
first test, and they must stand by a party 
man, mustn’t they? Vice President Barkley 
is expected to reverse the Vandenberg ruling, 
when the issue is raised soon, and hold that 
the cloture rule is applicable also to motions, 
That will bring an appeal from the chair. A 
number of Republicans are planning to join 
Southern Democrats to overrule the Vice 
President, despite the Taft pledge of the last 

- Congress. 


Republicans also have capitalized on Presi- 
dent Truman’s remark at a press conference that 
he favored imposing cloture by a mere majority, 


instead of two-thirds. That may have been im-. 


politic in the midst of a fight, but it was honest. 
There are only a handful in the Senate for ma- 
jority cloture, logical as a majority rule might 
seem in a democracy, so Republicans are only 
building up a straw man here, and they know it. 


President Truman deserves high commen- 
dation for ordering an all-out fight on the 
filibuster, which holds the blockade against 
his civil rights program, for he takes certain 
risks about the rest of his program. But it 
overshadows all else. Until it is settled, 
nothing really is settled. 


There comes a time when a man must fight, 
and the President has recognized that clearly. 
The filibuster could be broken if his Senate lead- 
ership was sitricere about it, hammered right 
through, and kept the Senate in session day and 
night. That is, if they are helped by Republicans, 
as they should be. For this is a national issue 
beyond party lines.

It's Time the Clergy Started Action 


Having neglected the field of unionism and labor for a ieee time, a few but only a few of our 


American clergy have bestirred themselves in the last few years. 


Better late than never. They 


were caught flatfooted, nevertheless, and only the challenge of Communistic influence in this mal- 


I see no evidence that, they are laying down 
and enforcing the simple law of guilt and resti- 
tution, however. There are about nine or per- 
haps a dozen union bosses of national prominence 
and power that could be put on the spot by such 
preaching and personal counsel who have made 
neither public confession gor amends. These 
men control about 5,000,000 subjects. This is 
more than a third, and, I would think, nearly 
half, of the actual, ‘legitimate membership of all 
the unions just now. I realize, of course, that the 
big union bosses claim from 13,000,000 to 15,000,- 
000 subjects but they are unconscionable liars 
and the Department of Labor is another. Its 
statistics are loaded in favor of the unions, which 
are brazenly treated as its clients and proteges. 


It is common practice in union conven- 
tions to exaggerate memberships and pay 
per capita taxes on the fictitious margin 
above the actual membership. Thus the poli- 
ticians in control of such units contrive 
greater power through more delegates. The 
per capita tax being small, the cost of a false 
front may be a good investment in power. 
So one may never know the true member- 
ship of the union movement. 


The individual member who deliberately loafs 


on the job giving, say, 80 cents’ worth of effort 


for a dollar, probably ig so cynical by this time 
that it never occurs to him that he is stealing 20 
cents out of every dollar that he collects. The 
Catholic Bishop of Rhode Island, who condemned 
as theft the taking of money as pay for work 
not done while the men actually shot crap or 
deliberately retarded production, was di zg 
conditions which had been observed on religious 

buildings. It was a dramatic way of putting it 
to workmen to say they were robbing the poor- 
box or the collection plate, but it was correct. 
But the guilt is as bad if the same theft is com- 
mitted in the building of a house for some indi- 
vidual, such as a clerk or office manager. It 
makes no difference who is being robbed; the 
men who do this are thieves and according to the 
moral law they must give it back. To a Catholic 
it would surely be a confessional matter. To any 
other man who believes that stealing is wrong 
and that ill- gotten money must be given back 
the situation is equally clear. 


But what is a man to do who can truly say 
that his total wage, including the stolen part, 
was only enough for his family’s needs? He 
can’t make restitution.

leable and maneuverable mass of power stirred them to their duty of opportunity even then. 


I do not suggest that crapshooting on “com- 
pany time” is common, but the slowdown cer- 
tainly is. The bricklayers get the worst publicity 
for their slowdown because it is so obvious, but 
in other crafts it is built into the wages. 


There are many jobs in which the rate of 
production is controlled by the union bosses so 
that the individual has no choice but to steal. 
Or is that stealing if the individual knows that 
if he tries to buck the union boss and deliver an 
honest hour’s work for an hour’s pay he will be 
taken off the job and suspended for “un-union- 
like conduct”? That gets into theology. The 
union boss has got his moral responsibility just 
the same. 

In civil law, if a combination of men make 
it necessary for others to commit crime the guilt 
of these conspirators is magnified. It should be 
magnified by the number of persons who are 
forced to take part in the crime, but our courts 
are not very good at arithmetic. They are likely 
to magnify the guilt by a couple of diameters and 
discount the rest. But certainly the damage is 
magnified by the number of persons who steal 
20 percent of their wages. Why guilt should be 
shrunk is not plain to me. 

The crapshooter, of course, having a con- 
science, however absurd that word may sound in 
relation to such parasites, is personally guilty. 
It would be possible under our laws to nail one 
of them and get him a jail sentence but what 
prosecutor would make the effort after the vic- 
tim had made the complaint? That is the trouble, 


The compulsion toe steal by the slowdown 
must be real if the guilt is to be lifted from 
the rank and file onto the union boss. And 
in some cases it certainly is not compulsory 
because the men get together in meeting and 
ratify these larcenous practices. They think 
that once this has been done their individual 
guilt becomes collective and impersonal. 


I have been rather pleased to see clergymen 
venturing into this moral and economic slum. 
It was about time. So far, I see little result be- 
sides the outwitting of the Communists in the 
CIO by their own kind of treachery. I don’t 
believe any good can come of the use of such 
methods. And I am still watching closely for 
the first sign that any of the revolting fakers 
who have built temples of corruption in the 
AFL have been warned that they must forfeit 
their stolen fortunes, their salaries, pensions and 
args and go forth in sackcloth.

Split Personality 
Plagues Italians

ROME, Italy—At the risk of being con- 

sidered a quack analyst of the overnight- 

wonder type, I am going to be forced to remark that Rome, 
Italy, is suffering from a split personality. 

I wouldn’t venture such a bold opinion after three days 
as a gawking tourist, but I have been reading the Italian 
newspapers, and they are pretty free about what they say 
about us, too, so I can proceed. “ 

And, anyway, I do not mean any special criticism. I don’t 
suppose there is anything human beings can do, when they in- 
herit directly from such characters as the Caesars, Marc Anthony, 
Titus, Constantin, Michel Angelo and Raphael, but go ahead and 
struggle with schizophrenia. 

With quite a few other awed Americans, I have spent the day 

i at the Colosseum, the old Roman Forum, the great 


eathedrals, the breathtaking sculpture, the inspiring paintings, and | 


I can’t for the life of me see how any people can live up to a 
past the Romans. 

Eight hours absorbing the Eternal City has even made the late 
Tl Duce seem more reasonable, in my conception. We stopped at 
the Palazzo Venezia and looked at the balcony where Mussolini 
made all those movie shots haranguing half a million willing fol- 
lowers every time he had a new idea; and I could see how he had 
to think of some new trick like the conquest of Ethiopia to keep 
from seeming puny in their eyes. 

He could glance across the street and see the vast white monu- 
ment to King Victor Emmanuel II, could turn and look over his 
shoulder and see the Capitoline Hill where Augustus and Julius 
Caesar did fairly well with the ancestors of his constituents, and 
it must have been very disconcerting indeed when he was simply 
announcing a new regime for the distribution of white bread. 

He had to make it dramatic. 

I think the Italians miss Il Duce now ... maybe not for his 
own little hammy self... but because they need a master to ad- 
mire, and now they have no one to follow. 

For Rome was built by men who were more than men... 
they were closé to gods. They took what they wanted, including 
countries and people. There is the Appian Way, the tree-bordered 
route where the conquering Titus marched 30,000 Jewish slaves 
through a triumphal arch to become the builders of the Colosseum, 
and who uses it now? A lonely jeep and a few bicycles and some 
little automobiles jumping along on their petty destinies. 

There are the great walls of Rome, massives structures built 
of vast crumbling rocks and rusting marble that once stood as 
fortresses against all aggressors, and not so many months ago an 
Allied force laughed at them and “liberated” the Italians, ignoring 
the walls completely. 

The people will tell you, frankly, they need a leader... or 
several leaders, if possible, to choose between. They seem rather 
lost, darting around busily, edging into Red parades in one mo- 
ment, and into the nearest church the next, to offer a quick prayer 
for the salvation of their souls. 

They remark unflatteringly about their present government. 
“Our powerful government,” they say, sardonically, “with the help 
of the Marshall Plan.” 

Here, where the black market in money seems to go on with 


no restriction, they admit with a shrug it is the nature of the 3 


modern-day Italian to evade laws, if possible. 

“We are not like the Germans or the British,” they say.

To Be Cleared of Fences 


The Georgia Highway Department took steps yesterday to remove 
fences and other obstacles encroaching on State highway rights of 
way, and to enforce load limits for trucks. ' 


The action came at a meeting 
of the Highway Board, which also 
voted to add two roads traversing 
four counties to the State High- 
way System. ; 

Subject to the approval of C. 
B. Smith, maintenance engineer, 
these roads would be added to the 
system: 

A Fulton, Fayette and Clayton 
County road, beginning at State 
Route 14 in Union City, extend- 
ing 5.75 miles Southeast to the 
Fulton-Fayette County line; thence 
3.25 miles Southeast to the Clay- 
ton-Fayette line, and 4.9 miles in 
Clayton County to a junction with 
State Route 3 at Jonesboro. 

A Taliaferro County road, be- 


ginning at State Route 12 at the 
Warren-Taliaferro County line and 
extending Northeast 3.1 miles to 
a junction with State Route 47 in 
Sharon. 

The Board instructed the legal 
department to draw up a resolu- 
tion within 30 days, ordering all 
fences or other obstructions re 
moved from State highway rights 
of way.
